DEPOSITORS LOSE NOTHING 


OTBER Um GOME TU THE BESCUE 


OF WALSH BANKS 


Crowds Flock to Cbicago National for 


Tbeir Honey-Great Panic 


is Averted. 


Chicago, Dec. IS — The suspension 


of the Chicago National bank, 
the 


Home Savings bank and the Equit- 
able trust company was announced 
this morning by representatives of 
the Chicago Clearing House Associ- 
ation after an 18 hour investigation. 


James B. Forgan, president of the 


First National 
bank, 
head of the 


Clearing House committee on asso- 
ciated banks gave out a statement 
saying the assets of these institutions 
were involved in the coal and railway 
properties of John B. Walsh, presi- 
dent of the Chicago National bank. 
The three banks which are controlled, 
managed and officered 
by_ John R. 


"Walsh and his associates, today con- 
cluded to wind up his affairs and quit 
business. 
The statement says that 


after a thorough and careful examin- 
ation by the clearing house all the de- 
positors of these institutions will be 
paid in full upon demand, the clear- 
ing 
house banks 
having 
pdeged 


themselves to put all the resources o£ 
the Chicago banks behind tlie deposit- 
ors. The statement says that Walsh's 
assets are not immediately available 
to meet the deposits. Walsh's inter- 
ests other than in banks Include AK- 
ron, Ohio, Gas 'Company, and South- 
ern Indiana Railway company. 
The 


clearing house committee 
feared a 


financial panic but this it is claimed 
has been safely averted. 


The Chicago National was organ- 


ized in November, 1881. The author- 
ized capital was increased to $1,000,- 
000 in 1901. The Home 
Savings 


was organized in IS 67 with a capital- 
ization of $100,000. The Equitable 
Trust company was organized in 1887 
with a capital of $500,000. 


John R. Walsh 
was born in Ire- 


land, 
on 
August 22d, 1837. 
He 


came to the United States with his 
parents when 12 years of age, settling 
In Chicago. At 18 he became a clerk 
and salesman for J. M.Nally, one of 
the principal news dealers here. In 
1861 with a little borrowed capital he 
opened a news depot and prospered. 
He now controls the Chicago Chroni- 
cle. Mr. Walsh was heavily interest- 
ed in street railway properties 
in 


many large and small cities in Illinois 
and other states and is the principal 
holder and sponsor in many other in- 
dustrial and commercial concerns. 


Early this morning crowds began 


to gather in front of the banks. A big 
police detail was on hand to pre- 
serve order. 


Comptroller of the Currency Ridge- 


ley in a statement today says the ac- 
tion of the clearing house in coming 
to the aid of the closed banks has re- 
lieved a most critical situation, which 
if it had not been taken promptly in 
hand, might have led to very serious 
consequences here and elsewhere. The 
failure again emphasizes the danger 
of managing officers of hanks being 
interested in outside institutions re- 
quiring large amounts of money. The 
comptroller's office for some time has 
been criticizing the condition of the 
Chicago National bank 
and calling 


upon its officers and directors to re- 
duce the amount of loans and the in- 
vestments in bonds of the Walsh cor- 
porations.

The doors of the bank in Monroe 


street were opened promptly at ten 
o'clock. Payment to depositors was 
made by check through the clearing 
house on other financial institutions 


D. R. Forgan, an official of the Chi- 


cago National, said that that institu- 
tion as well as the Home Savings anc 
the Equitable Trust would liquidate 
and cease to exist. The Chicago banks 
will take over all assets and pay all 
obligations at 10 Ocents. The gen- 
ral public will lose nothing, but of 
course the stockholders will suffer 
considerable losses. 


The Chicago National has been a 


factor in politics for many years with 
influence in both parties. 


At a meeting of the directors of 


the Chicago National bank this morn- 
ing, John 
R. Walsh 
tendered his 


resignation as president of that insti- 
tution. At noon today the lines of 
depositors extended a block each way 
from the bank.

Oourt placed the jury in charge of 


/Sheriff Smith L. Redman and they 


were taken to the Monroe street home 
of Ada Davis, where the tragedy oc- 
curred. 


Deputy Sheriff Charles Hindel ac- 


companied the party to explain the 
various points around the, neighbor- 
hood which were brought out in the 
evidence. 


It was 10:30 when the party re- 


turned to the court room and the 
prosecutor commenced his argument. 
Until eleven Mr. Fitzgibbon rehearsed 
the evidence in the trial. He spoke of 
the important testimony of the doc 
tors and others who heard Ham- 
mond's death declaration. 


The court adjourned at 11:30 un- 


til 1 o'clock Monuay afternoon, when 
Mr. Fitzgibbon continued his pica. He 
closed his 
remarks by calling the 


jury's attention to the fact that Ham- 
mond's life during the past two years 
had been a tragic one. He spoke of 
the suicide of Mrs. Hammond and of 
the tragic death 
of Hammond him- 


self. "Behind all this gentlemen 
of 


the jury," said the prosecutor, "you 
find the person of the defendant, Ada 
Davis." 
i Mr. Fitzgibbon concluded his

marks at 2 o'clock and Mr. B. G-

reach the jury tonight, but it is prob- 
able that the court may deliver its 
charge to them Tuesday morning.

And in the matter of toys Japanese, 
Chinese and Korean babies have little 
cause to envy their foreign friends, for 
not even the most marvelous mechan- 
ical products of "Nuremberg surpass 
the products of the yellow toymaker's 
Ingenuity. Children the world over are 
very much alike in their tastes, how- 
ever different in appearance, and the 
playthings of infant Asia bear a strong 
fundamental resemblance to those of 
young America. 
Most popular, of 


course, are dolls. The parental instinct 
is universal. 


China and Korea are great countries 


for dolls, but in Japan, that paradise 
of children, the make believe baby is 
so honorably regarded that it has a 
special holiday, the "feast of dolls." 
This comes in February every year at 
lire-time of the Chinese new year. Thp 
tlplls are placed on silk covered shelves 
lit the best room in the house. Often it 
takes five or'feix shelves to hold them 
all. The principal participants in the 
feast are called the emperor and em- 
press of Japan. They are dressed in 
court costumes, and the others, named 
for 
famous persons, are 
arranged 


about them. Doubtless at the coming 
celebration numerous doll Oyainas, To- 
gos, Kurokis and Nogis will swell the 
crowds at the receptions of the mimic 
mikado. Silver bowls are placed be- 
fore their majesties, and the child for 
whom the festival is kept puts fresh 
food in these dishes every day. At the 
end of three days tlie dolls are laid 
away for another year, only a few fa- 
vorites being kept out for common use. 
Of these, one is the "lady with the six 
(or more) wigs,'"a baldheaded doll whose 
many changes of coiffure give- her 
small owner endless delight. 


Though this is primarily a girls' holi- 


day,1 tlie small boy of Japan is not 
above playing with dolls and is espe- 
cially fond of the doll theater. He is as 
much addicted to wooden soldiers and 
acrobatic toys as his counterpart in 
America. Marionettes are as popular 
In. China as In Japan. Long before 
Bunch and Judy began to charm the 
hearts of American youth the little 
children of China -were laughing over 
the dilemmas of these two famous 
characters. Little booths are set up on 
the streets, where traveling companies 
present their quaint shows. They have 
men on horseback, soldiers, lions, ti- 
gers, dragons, snakes and curious act- 
ing frogs, all made to go through their 
antics by means of strings and sticks 
managed by the showmen. TTollowiug 
the feast of dolls, the Japanese boys, 
too, have a holiday of their own, a dis- 
tinctive feature of which is the school 
of huge paper fishes floating over ev- 
ery house in vhlcli there are boys, one 
fish for each son. The Japanese, being 
great fishermen, admire certain speci- 
mens of the fin bearers very much—for 
instance, the ^garp, which swims up- 
stream, a sign of courage and perse- 
verance. This fish has become with the 
Japanese an emblem of the boys: whom 
their parents wish to see possessed of 
these qualities. 


On tlie boys' day the toy bazaars of 


the city are thronged with children. 
Swords, guns, pistols, trumpets. Corses 
and menageries sell like hot cakes, and 
firecrackers fill the air with smoke and 
noise: There is in Tokyo one quarter 
consisting of three or four streets 
which contains nothing but bazaars for 
the sale of toys, llcre for a few cop- 
pers one may buy a handful of bam- 
boo rods from the ends of which dance 
the funniest imaginable caricatures on 
which tlie potent sake lias worked its 
charm. The goggle eyed men whose 
heads roll on pivots are matched by 
jovial foxes and badgers which have 
also looked upon the sake when it was 
yellow. Toy animals of every sort- 
lizards, crickets and spiders—make tlie 
streets of Tokyo look like Broadway 
in Xew York the week before Christ- 
mas. A new popular toy is a Russian 
soldier with red- hair and blue eyeballs, 
•who performs all kinds of "stunts."' 


Tops and kites are always in favor 


in the east, and j-ouie of them are ver- 
itable works of art. The kites assume 
every possible form of fi?b, l>east and 
bird* while the tops wbi.-b transform 
Ihi-msclves into butterflies and flowers 
as they spin seem to be tlie work of a 
r»-<Toinaiicer. There is DO distinction 
of age in flying kite* and spinning

their brrcleiis. Strangest of all, the ba- 
bies are perfectly happy and hardly 
•pver cry, though often banged about in 
a way'that would make an American 
baby howl with rage." 


The business spirit of the Chinese 


c:r.i.:re 1.5 reflected in the sports of the 
Chinese child, and small imitations of 
commerce play a large part in his life. 
Owners of toy carts organize mimic 
trading expeditious, while the less for- 
tunate "keep store." The boys also 
play at war with ships and soldiers, 
and, as in Japan, one may see bands of 
children armed with toy guns or sticks 
drilling with true martial ardor. A regr 
ular feature of the game as it is played 
in China is, it is said, the alarm, "The 
Japanese are coming!" at which the 
whole pigtailed army runs as if Satan 
were after it. The Chinese boy is very 
fond of pets and often carries about 
with him a canary in a wooden cage 
or a cricket similarly imprisoned. 


The less active Chinese girl has 


many beautiful toys of porcelain, lac- 
quer and ivory, dolls and diminutive 
household utensils. The girls have their 
games also, such as battledoor and 
shuttlecock and jackstones. They "turn 
the mill" and '-churn butter" to the ac- 
companiment of nursery rhymes cen- 
turies old.

Making Their Dresses.

Schools. Declaring That Host Do- 
mestic Tragedies May Be Traced to 
tlie Gown Question. 


"Tlie divorce evil would not entirely 


disappear did every woman know how 
to make her own dresses, but putting 
her knowledge into practice would cer- 
tainly greatly reduce the number of di- 
vorces annually granted by our courts.' 


So dec-lures Mrs. Evelyn Foote, ex- 


pert designer, who recently concluded 
a lecture course in Illinois, Wisconsin 
and Iowa, says a Washington special 
dispatch to the St Louis Po^t-Dispatch 
Mrs. Foote is preaching to the women 
of these states that a dressmaking 
course should be added to the curricu- 
lum of every girls' college. 


"So long as the mistress of the home 


is unable to design and make her own 
clothes that home is imperfect," con- 
tinues Mrs. Foote, who by reason of 
her fifteen years' experience as an ex- 
pert designer is entitled to be heard. 


"Women are taught cooking. Why 


are they not taught sewing and dress- 
making? The husband returning home 
tired in mind and body to a frowsy, 
sloppily dressed wife is the cause of a 
large percentage of our divorce cases. 
During business hours men associate 
with women who dress ne.itly and are 
tidy and take care of their personal ap- 
pearance. If their wife greets them in 
the evening in a kimono or a dressing 
s.-u-k or a bedraggled dress compari- 
sons are impossible to avoid, and they

Today that girl 


makes her own gowns, and they are 
fine enough to wear to the most fa'Sh- 
iouable receptions. 


"But it is the girl of the poorer and 


the middle, even the ordinarily well to 
do, classes who need this instruction. 
In my last lecture tour I met a young 
bride who for several years had been 
employed in a business office as book- 
keeper on a salary of §85 a month. 
She spent her income mainly on dress. 
Finally she married a man who is re- 
ceiving .$100 or .?125 a month, pays .$35 
a month house rent and has to support 
himself and wife on the balance. There 
is little or nothing left for clothing. 
That girl is today perfectly miserable 
because she cannot dress as well as 
she did before she was married. She 
cannot make one of her own garments, 
and she cannot afford to have them 
made as she did before. If a marital 
tragedy is averted it will be simply be- 
cause Divine Providence has taken pity 
on the Couple. 


"I repeat, let our girls and women 


learn how to design and make their 
own garments. There is no telling 
what tbe future will bring forth. Even 
hi the present there is a satisfaction in 
mastering an art. for dressmaking is 
indeed an art 
I am devoting much 


time in an effort to have a course in 
dress designing and dressmaking add- 
ed to tlii curriculum.of the Iowa uni- 
versity, and I am uopcful of success. 
It will lead to economy and domestic 
tranquillity, of that I am sure. 


"This work of teaching the girls can- 


not begin too early. Dressmaking can- 
not and should not be taught in the 
public schools, but flat sewing should 
be taught there. Many of our schools 
already do that AH should do it The 
great trouble i* tlie schools cannot af- 
ford to furnish the materials. 


"Lot every girl make her own simple 


garments, bring material no matter 
liow cheap and learn by experience on 
her own things. Recently in a public 
school in Chicago I saw a poor girl 
working, and wbat do you supjwe she 
had? An «nwashed flour sack, with 
Pour still adhering to «: p«t that girl 
uad some splendid i<!en«. and she was 
working them out oblivious of uer ma- 
terial.

Lorain, O-, Dec. 18. — In a fire which 


destroyed the Verbeck theater four 
persons perished. The dead: James 
•Dwyer, 28; Mrs. .William Marsh, 24, 
and two children. The Marsh family 
tad apartments in the front of the ' 
building. 
William Marsh was stage 


manager of the theater. Dwyer, "an- 
other employe of the theater, slept in 
the basement, -where the fire drigin- 
ated, from which escape was cut off. 
Mrs. Marsh and her children were suf- 
focated % the smoke which poured 
up the narrow stairway. . The loss on 
the theater, which was 'comparatively 
a new one, is $35,000. The loss^on the 
entire building is $50,000. The theater 
•was owned by .the Verbeck Ajnuse- 
ment company of Oil City,- Pa; 


The .Marsh family came here from 


Detroit about 
four weeks ago. A 


dozen people living in the building 
•had narrow : escape from being suffo- 
cated. 


The fire department did not have a 


ladder sufficiently long to reach the 
•windows where "the imprisoned per- 
eons were and William 
Schultz, a 


merchant, climbed to the top of the 
longest ladder, raised and held a sec: 
ond ladder to the window where the 
frantic men and women were waiting 
for help. They climbed down the im- 
provised escape, and Schultz stood in 
his perilous position for 
30 minutes • 


while the descent of the tenants was 
made over his "body. Eight persons-

WORKMEN HIT BACK HARD 


JNO. ALEX. DOWIE 


GIVES UP HIS RULE 


League of Leagues Issues a Declara- 


tion of a General Strike and the 
Terrorists Hold a Secret Meeting. 
Governors of provinces Authorized 
to Declare Martial Law. 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 18.—The gov- 


ernment has moved against the revo- 
utionists, wh'olesale arrests of labor 
eaders and revolutionists having al- 
ready been 
made. The police are 


hunting down the leaders who es- 
caped Saturday night when a raid was 
made at the Economic society meet- 
ng. The council of workmen and the 
League of Leagues Saturday night is- 
sued a declaration-of a general strike 
to begin immediately, and consequent- 
ly, by an imperial ukase published 
Sunday, all governors general, gover- 
nors and prefects throughout the em- 
pire who are cut off by telegraph are 
clothed with almost dictatorial pow- 
ers, being authorized without consult- 
ing St. Petersburg to declare a state 
of siege and, if necessary, even mar- 
;ial law. 


Although practically all the ring1- 


eaders of the proletaria organization 
were arrested Saturday night, the re- 
sourcefulness of the council of work- 
men was proved by the fact that in 
•ess than an hour a new council, the 
head of which is M. Lenient, editor of 
Life/ replaced the .old and elected 
officers. 
The editors of the newspa- 


pers suspended for publishing the pro- 
letariat organiation's ' manifesto, in- 
cluding the lamous^M. Hessen of the 
_.avo^ were with the single exception 
of Professor Sttlukoff, who managed 
to evade arrest, taken into custody. 
M. Sovvdrin, editor of the Russ, fwr- 
nished $5,000 bail and was released. 
In addition to the general strike, it 
is expected,, that the revolutionaries 
will have recourse to the old methods 
of fighting the government. 
It is 


stated that the terrorist organization 
held.a meeting in the small hours of 
Sunday" morning. 
Count Witte's life 


is considered to be in danger and the 
annex of-the palace where he is re- 
eiding! is heavily guarded. 


The -emperor has sanctioned the fol- 


lowing anti;strike-;measures -elaborat- 
ed hy the council .of ministers: Per- 
sons who incite others to strike, em- 
ployes of the railways and telegraphs 
who go on strike or those enjoying 
state rights who arbitrarily stop work 
are liable to 'imprisonment for any 
period up to 16 months. Persons .who 
attempt by force or by threats to com- 
pel others to strike may be impris- 
oned for any period up to 16 months. 
Persons holding membership in asso- 
ciations which aim to foment strikes 
may be imprisoned in a fortress for 
any period from 16 months to four 
years with the loss of certain civil 
rights. Wages will not be paid dur- 
ing any period when work has been 
arbitrarily stopped. 


The government has chosen a des- 


perate moment to repress the prole- 
tariat. It is fighting for its life in the 
Baltic region, where a revolt is ad- 
mitted to be in full blast, with almost 
a practical certainty that if it can not 
be crushed its flames will spread to 
Poland. The native population or the 
ancient kingdom of Lithuania is made 
up of a hardy and .headstrong people, 
who, 
having raised the banner of re; 


volt, will fight to the bitter end. 


Mutineers at Moscow Weaken. 


Moscow, Dec. 18.—The mutiny of 


the Rostoff grenadier regiment col- 
lapsed ignominiously owing to inter- 
nal dissensions and discontent of a 
large portion of the soldiers with the 
program of the Socialist leaders, who 
wished to force them into open col 
lision with the loyal troops. After a 
meeting two battalions and a machine 
gun detachment deserted. The muti- 
neers sent a deputation to General 
Plavoffski saying they had returned 
to duty and imploring his pardon and 
volunteering to enter the barracks 
and seize the revolutionary committee 
so as to prove their repentance. The 
ringleaders 
endeavored 
in vain to 


hold the other two battalions in line 
but the defection of their comrades 
took all heart out of the malcontents 
Upon General Plavoffski's ultimatum 
that he would open fire unless they 
Immediately surrendered, the remain 
ing mutineers laid down their arms 
and delivered up Private Schabaroff 
and other members of the revolution- 
ary committee, as wr!5 as several 
civilian agitators who were in the bar- 
racks. The officers 
then 
resumed

TREATY REJECTED. 


Italian 
Cabinet 
Resigns 
Following 


Action of Deputies. 


Rome, Dec. 18.—The cabinet of 


Prime Minister Fortis resigned fol- 
lowing a 12-hour debate in the cham- 
ber of deputies and the defeat by the 
opposition of the commercial modus 
Vivendi with Spain. The sitting was 
a most exciting one. The premier de- 
fended the position of the govern- 
ment, saying that the modus Vivendi 
would protect Italian interests and 
that, the assertions of the opposition 
that a reduction in the duty on Span- 
ish wines.from-?4 to $2.40 would opS'n 
a market to Spanish growers was un- 
true. In order to avoid a misunder- 
standing, he said, he would request 
the chamber for an explicit vote of 
confidence independent from the vote 
on the measure in debate, and de- 
clared the government was willing to 
resign if it was' defeated on either 
vote. 
The poll on confidence in the 


government resulted in an affirmative 
majority of 63, but that on the modus 
vivendi was lost by a majority of 1C2. 
The ministry then resigned.

The Chinese Commission Will Arrive 


In This Country, . 


New York, Dec. 18. — According to 


cable advices received here by A. W. 
Bash, who has extensive business in 
China, tiie two divisions of the im- 
perial Chinese commission appointed 
by the empress dowager to study the 
governments of Japan. Germany, Aus- 
tria, France, England and America 
will arrive in this country in Febru- 
ary. One of the divisions will journey 
leisurely across the American conti- 
nent from Seattle and take steamer 
here for Europe. The other division 
will make an extended stay in Amer- 
ica, expecting to spend at least two 
months in Washington. The 
party 


which will remain in America to 
study the form of government here is 
headed by T'.iang Fong. governor of 
the province of Hunan, and will arrive 
about Feb. 25 at San Francisco.

Of INSURANCE 


Garfield Would Have Lav/ Enacted to 


Test Government's Right. 


SUBMITS ANNUAL REPORT 


President Roosevelt Indorses the At- 


torney General's Procedure In the 
Santa Fe Case—Forecast of the 
Week In Both Branches of Con- 
gress—Other Matters. 


Washington. Dec. 18.—Federal su- 


pervision of insurance and control of 
interstate corporations are discussed 
in the annual report of James R. Gar- 
field, commissioner of corporations, 
just made public. 
Om the subject of 


insurance he says: "Seemingly the 
most effective way to settle the ques- 
tion is for congress to so legislate 
upon the subject as to afford an op- 
portunity to present to the supreme 
court the question whether insurance 
as now conducted is interstate com- 
merce, and hence subject to federal 
regulation. The power of congress to 
regulate interstate 
commerce being 


plenary, that body may determine to 
what extent it will first exercise its 
power. The transportation companies 
most clearly should come within the 
terms of such a measure; and with 
them should be joined the greater cor- 
porations, engaged in the production, 
manufacture, and distribution of those 
staples which affect the lives of the 
people of this country, and the monop- 
olization of which will necessarily re- 
sult in hardship and injustice to the 
individual." 


TJhe four days before the holidays 


will be dedicated in the house to fur- 
ther discussion of federal control of 
insurance and to the completing of 
the enactment of the Panama emer- 
gency appropriation. There are many 
members who desire to talk about in- 
surance. 
Speaker Cannon has con- 


curred in the general view of the pub- 
lic that the president's message fur- 
nishes as good a basis as anything 
else for this debate. 
Many members 


will not wait until Thursday to return 
to their homes for the holidays. Com- 
mittee work will progress during the 
debate. The ways and means commit- 
tee will continue its hearings of the 
Philippine tariff and the: appropria- 
tions committee will begin the prepar- 
ation of the District of Columbia ap- 
propriation Dill. 


This week the -senate will content 


itself with very little work unless 
there should be difficulty in agreeing 
with the house on the terms of the- 
Panama canal emergency appropria- 
tion bill. That measure will go to a 
conference committeo early in the 
week and there will be a united effort 
to reach a conclusion before the holi- 
day adjournment. The action of the 
ssnate in attempting to eliminate the' 
bond provision and mal\e a separate 
ftw of it will probably be the princi- 
pal bone of contention. Senator Gal- 
linger will make an effort during the 
week to have the merchant 'marine 
bill made the unfinished business, not 
with a view of securing serious con- 
sideration of it before Christmas, but 
with the end in view of having it in 
position to be pressed when congress 
reconvenes.

tcd by Copper Wired. 


Iu the opiuion of Thomas A. Edison, 


the famous inventor, wonders are yet 
to be unfolded ill tbe world oi' elec- 
liicity. 
Iu a recent interview with 


James Cref-lmau, the New York World's 
correspondent, he said iu part: 


"We are groping on the verge ot an- 


other great epoch in the world's his- 
tory. It would iiot surprise me any 
morning to wake up aud learn that 
some one, some group of the 300,000 
scientific men who are iuvestigatiug all 
over the earth, has seized upon the 
secret of electricity by direct process 
aud begun another practical revolution 
iu hiiniuu affairs. 


"It can be done. It will be done. I 


expect to see it before I die. 


"The first great change in the produc- 


tion of electricity will abolish carry- 
ing coal for that purpose. Instead of 
digging gross material out of the earth, 
loading it on cars and carrying it, say, 
300 miles, there to put it under a boiler 
aud burn and so%et power, we shall 
set up plants at the mouths of mines, 
generate power there and transmit it 
where* er it is needed by copper wire. 


"It is preposterous to keep on put- 


ting coal mines on wheels,. It is too 
clumsy. .It is too costly. There is no 
necessity for it. It is easier to carry 
molecular viUration by millions of 
waves a second than freight cars full 
of crude matter. We caii ship 100,000 
horsepower over the wire quicker and 
more economically than we can send 
the equivalent in coal over a railroad 
track. 


"We must eliminate the railroad alto- 


gether 'from this problem. What's the 
use of it? We don't want coal any- 
"how. It does us no good to look at it. 
What we want is the resultant of the 
utmost euergy that can be produced. 
And there is no sense m carrying 
around millions of tons of raw mate- 
rial like coal when we can get a prod- 
uct delivered to us by wire. 


"Everything points to the fact that in 


tbe near future electricity will be pro- 
duced for general consumption by great 
power houses at the mouths of coal 
pits. That is the logical and common 
sense outcome of present events. 


"Now, the truth is that it will cost a 


third less to transport electrical power 
by wire than to carry it in the form of 
coal m railroad cars. Assume the price 
of coal to be §1 at the mouth of a mine 
and assume the freight to be .$1.90. 
.Now, we can tugi coal into electricity 
at the mine aud convey it by wire for 
less than half of the cost of the freight- 
age of coal. 


"So. in years to conic, the great elec- 


tric power plants will be set up in the 
coal fields. _ Electric power will largely 
do away with steam power. Electric 
light will become cheaper than gas 
light I believe firmly that all great 
trunk railroad lines will go to electric- 
ity inside of fifteen jears. 
I don't 


mean simply passenger traffic, but, 
heavy freight, traffic also. 


"Electricity will take the place of 


horses. It will solve the vehicle aud 
Traffic problem of cities. My new elec- 
tric storage battery itself will make 
electricity cheaper than horses. In the 
spring we will be ready to furnish new 
batteries. Not only will they take half 
the space of horse rr.iffic, but they will 
go twice as fast They can be stored 
on upper floors by means of elevators. 
The saving of stable space in New 
York will cover at least §200,000.000 
worth of property. 


"Not only will electric power be de- 


veloped and distributed from coal 
-mines in the future, but all the water 
power in the world will be used for the 
..production of electricity. That move- 
ment has begun and is advancing rap- 
idly. In California, where men have 
nerve enonsu to overcome habit, they 
are transmitting electric power 275 
miles by wire and running street cars 
:iml lichtins cities by it. That is the 
sort of spirit that will wake the world 
up one of these days. I wish that spirit 
in California wonld spread everywhere. 


"From a practical standpoint the 


most tremendous tiling in the problem 
of electricity is the fact that we only 
get about 15 per cent of the energy of 
the coal we burn. Eighty-five per cent 
goes up the chimney. Now. if we could 
find a way lo set the energy out of the 
coal liy f-omc direct process without* 
wasting sr> per cent of it. tlie result 
would he thot it would so multiply and 
so cht-n]ien electric power as to inau- 
gurate a new epoch in the history of 
the world. 


"When Hi.it discovery is made tlie

Kansas will produce ;tu umisual'y 


large crop of torn tliih year, suys a To- 
peku conx'spondciH of tlic 81. LuuK 
Globe iK-inocrat. It is large in the 
number of bushels which \\ill be pro- 
duced on each acre, and tlic ears aud 
tlulks of the grain it sell' are large. 
1'hotograplis of cornfields winch ha\e 
been received l»y IT. L>. Coburu, secre- 
tary of the State Agrii ultural society, 
show that t)i<" cornstalks will be enor- 
mous. Some of the btulks which have 
been shipped to tlr> statehouse at To 
peka are from fourteen to seventeen 
feet in height, and it Is eight feet from 
the ground lo the first ear of corn 
These large stalks have nourishment In 
them, for more than one ear of foni is 
on each stalk, aud on uiuuy there art 
two and three full sized oars. 


One evidence of the size of the con? 


crop is the fact that in many agricul 
tural districts the schools were dis- 
missed for two weeks in order that the 
papils might be allowed to help their 
parents husk the com. Keports have 
been received by I. L. Dayboff, state 
superintendent of public instruction, 
from several districts in which the pu- 
pils and the teachers were helping 
the farmers gather their large corn 
crops betore cold weather began. In 
one school district in Xeinaha county, 
a few miles south of Sahetha, the 
board of trustees decided upon a vaca- 
tion which shall last until after Christ- 
mas for the purpose of allowing the 
larger boys to work in the coriiiields. 


Some of the largest cornfields and 


the best production in the state are 
near the northern border. This is the 
corn belt. L. "W. Chesley, who lives 
near Frankfort, in the heart of the corn 
belt, has sent to Mr. Coburu a photo- 
graph of one of his fields. The stalks 
tire much taller than he, and he is a 
mau-iof more than six feet in height. 


JAPANESE FOR TEXAS. 


Flan to Establish Colonies For Tea 


aud Silk Production. 


A large syndicate in Japan has en- 


tered on the business of colonizing in 
Texas and other southern states Japa- 
nese families from those parts of Ja- 
pan where the tea and silk industries 
lead, says a Washington special dis- 
patch to the Xew York Times. The 
agent of the syndicate, Mr. Akioki, was 
a visitor at the department of agricul- 
ture the other day, seeking a great ^ a- 
riety of information in regard to the 
climate and resources of the Lone Star 
State. Soon after he left for Tokyo to 
conduct the first colony across the Pa- 
cific to their _ new home in the United 
States. 


There will be 300 families ha the par- 


ty, and Mr. Akioki bas bought for 
them a solid tract of 10,000 acres in 
Bee countj*. He showed the deeds tc 
the officials at the department of agri- 
culture and described the tract as pos- 
sessing all the natural advantages de- 
sired for tea farming and silk raising. 
The mulberry tree grows everywhere 
in the region to a great"sizeT San. An- 
tonio is the nearest town to the pro- 
posed colony, and the expectation is 
that the newcomers will make good cit- 
izens and intermarry and coalesce with 
their Texas neighbors. 


ilr. Akioki says that if the first col- 


ony is a success he will buy another 
tract on which he has an option, and in 
this there are 100.000 acres, enough tc 
make homes for 3,000 families. There 
is a small colony of Japanese now in 
Bee county. They have devoted them 
selves to raising tea and this year sold 
their products with a good profit.

Then he organized the Morton Trust 
company and absorbed the State Trust 
company, thus getting from under that 
intestigation,; and has promoted so 
many other gigantic institutions that 
the mere reading of the list almost 
staggers one.

Promoter of Many Gigantic Institutions, 


For example, he is "the man who or- 


ganized the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way company of TS~ew York, that con- 
trols all the surface lines of the city 
and is now bidding for the* new sub- 
ways. He organized the Bank of Com- 
merce, with its billion dollar assets, the 
biggest banking institution in the coun- 
try outside the Rockefeller bank. He is 
the financial masters!of the tobacco 
trust He brought ab<£pt the Pere Mar- 
quette railway consolidation, the Hock- 
ing Valley consolidation and others. 
He was prominently identified with the 
development of the West Virginia situ- 
ation as a member of the Elkins-Whit- 
ney-Widener syndicate. He is in the 
company building railways in Cuba, he 
igrin the smelter trust he is in some of 
fhe steel companies. All these things, 
and they are only the beginning of his 
interests, he has accomplished with so 
little fuss and feathers that the great 
reading public heard little of Ryan.

He was a delegate to 
the last Democratic national conven- 
tion, helped bring about the acceptance 
of the famous gold telegram and was 
unquestionably the power tfiat nomi- 
nated Henry Gassaway Davis, whom 
he had known in the old West Virginia 
days, as the Democratic candidate for 
vice president. 


A Big Man Every Way. 


Ryan works without ostentation. He 


lives and dresses in the same way. He 
does not go into society. He speaks 
little, and that in a quiet smooth voice. 
He is tall, broad shouldered, deep chest- 
ed, with a large head, a notable smiling 
blue eye, prominent nose and chin, firm 
mouth, close cropped iron gray mus- 
tache—a big man every way. For all 
his quiet, almost gentle manner and his 
neat though (plain dress, the square 
jaw, thejeleft'chin and the steady look 
of the eye indicate the fighter. There 
are few stories to be told of him, be- 
cause there is nothing erratic or sensa- 
tional about his actions. Only his re- 
sults are spectacular.

epidemic of diseases liable to fol- 
low the digging up of large areas of 
old streets and will receive the in- 
come from the 2500 patrons of The 
Newark (O.) Water Company. 


But the Water Company takes this 


opportunity to state that if the city 
officials reject this proposition, and 
refuse to purchase the property, the 
Water Company will 
continue to 


furnish filtered water to its custom- 
ers, at a satisfactory price.

of O. S. U., delivered a most interest- 
Ing lecture before the Language 'As- 
sociation of the college. On account 
of the basket ball game the attend- 
ance was not as large as it otherwise 
might have been, but all were inter- 
ested in the subject and thoroughly 
enjoyed the lecture. 
Prof. Smith's 


lecture was on "The Value of Illus- 
trations in Classical Study." Prof. 
Smith impressed upon his hearers the 
advantage of equipping the classical 
laboratory with other apparatus than 
mere text and reference books, and 
suggested the use of bronzes, illus- 
trations and standard translations as 
valuable additions to the equipment 
of the laboratory of the classical stu- 
dent. 
Prof. Smith also advised the 


more active employment of memory 
by the student of the classics. He 
advises that the memorizing of quota- 
tions from the best classics are help- 
ful in imparting a more deep signifi- 
cance to and understanding of the 
work. 'Another interesting line of 
thought developed by Prof. Smith was 
that there is not really sucTi a chasta 
between ancient and modern litera- 
ture, and that there is no very mark- 
ed distinction between the character- 
istics of our great men today and the 
great men of the time of Virgil, or 
Horace or Caesar. Prof. Smith thinks 
that classical students should be 
made to enter with interest, and sym- 
pathy into the study 
of Latin and 


Greek, realizing that the truths of the 
days of Caesar are tbe modified truths 
of today. 
Otto McCarthy, a well known young 


man of Union Station, who has been 
in the employ of the railroad com- 
pany near that place as a telegraph 
operator for some time, died on Fri- 
day after a short illness, aged 23 
years. The funeral services were held 
on Sunday and the interment 
was 


made in the Maple Grove cemetery, 
this place. The funeral was largely 
attended.
